NEW CABINET 


FOR ENGLAND. 


Political Situation in 


don is Reviewed By 


the Associated 


Press. 


LONDOX, July/10.—Cabinet making 


is the absorbing subject of discussion 
here. 
During- the week, the public has 


been regaled with more or less shrewd 
prophecies, 
but no intimations were 


given out by the inner circle of the in- 
tentions of the premier, A. J. Balfour. 
regarding- the successors of the 'min- 
isters who have already resigned or as 
to how far the changes in the minis- 
try may be expected to extend. 


It is undeniable that a very large sec- 


tion of the Conservatives and Liberal 
unionists are strongly dissatisfied with 
the ministry as at present constituted 
and it is increasingly apparent that in 
spite of -all the parliamentary etiolo- 
gies o£ Mr. Balfour, many Unionists 
believe that a government of greater 
strength and capacity could have been 
established with Joseph Chamberlain, 
the Culonial Secretary, as leader. 
The opinion is freely expressed on all 
sides by Unionists as well ag the Lib- 
erals that the interests of the empire 
nowadays are so fast and complex that 
they are sorely in need of the 
over- 
sight ol! a man broader and of more 
forceful powers,, who should be dis- 
associated from the atmosphere of con- 
stant debate over the details of such 
measures for instance as the education 
bill, or the question of releasing Pat- 
rick A. JIcHug-h, the member of Parlia- 
ment (for North Lietrim, from the pen- 
alty of contempt of a petty Irish court. 
The appointment of Mr. 
Chamber- 
Iain to the premiership would have 
been received with cold disfavor by the 
opposition and would have been a red 
rag to the Anglophobes, but neverthe- 
less there is a multitude of govern- 
ment supporters who would be glad to 
have him as chief, and the Associated 
Press is informed from sources of un- 
doubted authority that Mr. Chamber- 
lain's ascent to the premiership would 
have been recognized as being better 
than Mr. Balfour's had he not, when- 
ever _ occasion presented itself, urged 
Mr. Balfour's succession against his 
own. 


THE ADMINISTRATION. 


One important and strong- point of 
the late administration which 
has 
not yet become generally known and 
appreciated and which it is feared Mr.

BIBLICAL LOVE SONGS. 


The 
so-called Song of Solomon is 


not the work of one poet, but a late 
post-Exilic collection of popular nup- 
tial songs and love-ditties, which may 
all have been sung at Hebrew wed- 
dings, although they were not orig-i- 
r.ally composed for this purpose. They 
were probably compiled in the neigh- 
borhood of Damascus 'after the (begin- 
ning of the Selucidan era (312 B. B.) 
In Palestine the autumn is the usual 
time for weddings; after the harvest, 
says Dalmaii is the introduction to his 
Palestinian Divan, the young men have 
leisure and also money to pay for the 
brides, but in the country east of the 
Jordan, especially in the neighborhood 
of Damascus, the majority of the wed- 
dings take place during March, which 
is the most beautiful month of . the 
year. 
This Springtide of Love is de- 


scribed in the.-beautiful poem 
which 


we find in the second chapter of the 
Song of Solomon, and from which I 
quote a single extra: 


Hark! dearest mine., 


Behind, he is coming, 


Over mountains leaping, 


Over hillocks skipping. 


Behold, he is standing 


Behind our wall there! 
From windows I peer down, 


Through lattices peeping. 


Arise, my darling! 


All, come my fair one! 


The most beautiful poem of these 


Biblical love-ditties is contained 
in 


verses 6 and 
7 of the 
last chapter, 


which must be preceded by the begin- 
ning of the third chapter: 


At night, as I lay on my pillow, 
t For him whom I love was I longing, 
I will rise and fare forth throug-h the 


city

Prof. Franz Delituch of Leipsie, one of 
the foremost Bi'blican scholars of the 
nineteenth 
century, and one of the 


most devout Christians I ever met in 
my life, stated in the introduction to 
his commentary, on the Song- of Solo- 
mon that this book was the most dif- 
ficult book in the Old Testament, but 
the meaning becomes perfectly plain, 
in fact too plain, as soon as we know 
that it is not an allegorical dramatic 
poem but a collection of popular iove- 
ditties which must be interpreted on 
the basis of the erotic imagery in the 
Talmud and modem Palestinian and 
other Mohamedan poe'jry.

Birds Afraid of a Mirror. 


"I learned a trick while in the Philip- 
pines In the matter of keeping- birds out 
of fruit trees," volunteered a well known 
ofii-clal of the Postoffice Department to a 
U'ashingron

recently, 
which -may be of value to many just now, 
when so muny cherries are being de- 
stroyed by birds. Jt is simple, inexpen- 
sive and, as far as I could observe, prac 
tical. It consists in hanging n small m!r- 
rOr on the top limbs of -the tree. There 
should be at least six inches of string to 
the mirror, so that it can swing about as 
H Is blown by the wind. 
The flash of 
the mirror, it 'appears, scares the birds 
away. One or two 5-cont mirrors hung on 
a tree 
is 
sufficient, though of . course 
three or four would be that much better. 
T .was told that this method had worked 
in the Philippines succ-essfuHy for many 
years, and that flic birds ilo not grow fa- 
miliar with It as they clo with a scarei 
crow."

TeschnikofE 


family there was always pressure on 
the bread limit and the heads of the 
house had 
never 
heard 
of Malthus. 


There was not enough for two grown 
persons in the family larder, yet there 
were three little Tesehnikofts so near 
of a size that the prospect of a large 
family was extremely good. It never 
occurred to the voting mother to com- 
plain nor to the young father to rea- 
son.

Teschnikoff grew 
hot 


with the multitude. 
The crowd beat 


like surf against a blue coast of po- 
licemen and Teschnikoff was pushed 
toward the great doors and slowly 
pressed his way up stairs with the gal- 
lery crowd. From an inner pocket he 
produced a purple pasteboard entitling 
him to a seat, in the gallery's front 
row. 


It was very steep, this place. 
The 


gallery fell off at what seemed an im- 
possible angle, and the usher looked 
askance at the shabby, dirty man. His 
ticket,

He had not 
thought of that school for a long time, 
but in this stage picture there came 
back to him the-subtile perfume that 
Miss Kate, the teacher, had used on 
her dainty cambric handkerchief, and 
Jl-ie stories that she had read to them 
about the beauteous, half-misty days 
when kings wore crowns instead of 
silk hats, when knights fought val- 
ienily for lovely ladles, and when tur- 
reted castles crowned the steeps.

and so blessed by them that, whenever 
she opened her mouth, roses and lilies 
and 
diamonds and 
pearls 
dropped 


from it 
When the white lady began 


to sing, Teschnikoff thought that she, 


too, 
must have been so blessed, for 


every note was perfect as a flower and 
beautiful as a gem. Teschnikoff was 
for crying out with the rapture of it: 
Instead he sat silent', drawn into a 
tense heap. 
Not a hand-clap broke 


the perfect stillness, , when the song 
was finished, only the sharp intake of 
a breath here and there, where some 
listener, more senaatlve or highly key- 
ed than the rest, had passed almost' 
beyond the point ot endurance.

the beautiful scene ended. 


The curtain fell on a house that sud-

People stood in their seats and hurled 
bravus.

lovely, smiling lady, who threw kisses j 
toward a box where leaned a very lit- 
tle girl with fair hair and little white 
gloves that were too long In the fing- 
ers. 
The little girl clapped her

out shrilly. 


There was a strange likeness between 
the blonde singer and the fair-haired 
child, and there crept into Tesehni- 
koff s mind the meaning of a phrase' 
he had somewhere, read, "a love-child,' 
well-burn."

There was a long orchestral inter- 


lude and Teschnlkoft studied the faces 
of the players. Here and there he saw 
a face illumined by the music, but for 
the most part the players were stolid, 
fat, 
lymphatic. 
They 
made 
sweet 


sounds, but nothing stirred in them in 
response. Here and there was a face 
that was different. 
One, a violinist, 


had a broad white brow like a woman's 
and black hair that rippled back from 
it. As the young man played his fine 
nostrils dilated and contracted, tears 
stole 
over 
bis 
cheeks. 
The leader's, 


face was turned in profile to Teschni-j 
koff—a splendid straight nose like a 
Greek 
statue's, 
a 
firmly 
chiseled 


7mmth, an c-yc and forehead full of! 
aspiration—ah, here was a man whose; 
soul had been purified by 
fire. 
He 


seemed to thrill evtm the phlegmatic 
men around him—imparting to them 
his enthusiasm and leading them as 
one man 
through the valley of the j 


shadow o£ deathly sweet sounds. 


On the stage, the tremenduous sec- 


ond act had begun. Teschm'koVf saw 
two evil faces and their expression re- 
minded him dimly of the men in the. 
New lira Club. It seemed to him that! 
the evil in their faces was the evil o f ! 
their souls 
working 
outward— not 


outside evil working in. This was a] 
new conception for him and his brows 
knit thcmeselves 
in 
thought. There 


came stealing upon the listener—soli- 
tary among those thousands of silent 
people—a feeling that this play was' 
something more than medaeval magic.: 
Surely this spotless girl was the hu-1 
man soul, born white and sinless as' 
the poor feeble-minded baby had been,' 
born. 
These 
two with 
the tragedy 


faces—the tragedy of their own sin- 
were the powers of evil and darkness 
attacking 
this 
hard-pressed 
human 


soul. 
The silver knight, swan-drawn, 


was the heavenly spirit divinely sent 
to succor the soul, buttshe. instead of 
accepting- it g-ladly, must needs ques- 
tion and so send it away. For a mo-I 
ment Teschnikoff was in terror. 
The' 


silver knight was singing his fare-' 


; • one power for evil .was slain,! 


' but the other, was ready to pounce 


upon the poor, weak, faltering soul. 
Teschnikoff, always a fatality, cower- 


, eel in; his seat with clenched hands. 


Somehow he felt that his own fate-and 


.' the fate of all these gay people spread 


out below him was being decided on 
the stage. That was his own soul toe 
saw. 
Would this divine spirit, of 


which he had to-night for the first 
time caught a thrilling glimpse, de- 
sert him, too, and leave him at the 
mercy of the powers of evil? He stir- 
red uneasily. 
His foot touched his 


hat, but he did not feel the square 
package 
underneath. 
And 
then—a 


long, thrilling 
sigh 
passed through 


Teschnlkoff. 
The heavenly visitor had 


gone away, but lo! in his place, he had 
left a young and beautiful one—not 
so robust, nor so strong to save, an il- 
lusive, glittering thing. That must be 
hope, he thought-—hope, which he had 
never known—and, so long as hope re- 
mained; the powers of evil could never 
entirely triumph.

The vinaigrette, the descendant 
of 


the pomander and the immediate an- 
cestor of the modern scent charm, was 
an

nineteenth century. 
Fainting was con- 


sidered modish in those days (for con- 
firmation 
of this statement see the 


novels of the period.) and every -wo- 
man with any pretensions to gentility 
found it necessary to have constant re- 
course to the reviving odor of the viu- 
aigretti1 she wore at her waist or car- 


ried in her reticule. 
So for f i f t y odd 


years these dainty little boxes, general- 
ly of silver, continued to be made 
in 


great variety, and now, although out 
of 
fashion -as articles of. bijouterie, 


their 
fanciful 
shapes 
and deli-cate 


workmanship cause them to 'be eagerly 
sought 
after by many collectors of 


bric-a-brac. • 


The earliest vinaigrettes are, as 
a 


rule, also the least ornamental. They 
are often- solid and heavy, but 
their 


cases are rarely very elaborately chas- 
ed, and the inner grating- covering- the 
scent pad is usually merely pierced 
with plain holes, instead of being fret- 
ted with an open tracery of flowers and 
foliage, as is the case in later speci- 
mens. 


As has been said, the majority of 


vinaigrettes were of silver, but occas- 
ionally they were made of gold, and in 
"The Early Married Life of Maria Jos- 
epha Lady Stanley" mention is made 
in 
a letter, dated 1S01, of a certain 


"elegant 
gold aromatic vinegar box, 


with her pretty hair in plaits at the 
top," that was presented by the Duch- 
ess of York to worthy Hannah More. 


The old time pomander held a ball 


of paste made of aromatic gums pound- 
ed with rose water and blended 
with 


wax. and occasionally with apple pulp, 
but this was replaced in the vinaigret- 
te by -a scrap of fine sponge saturated 
with vinegar ren-dcred fragrant by the 
infusion of herbs and spices, the smell 
of which was certainly more refreshing 
and less ploying than the, strong and 


somewha^ sickly sweet perfumes con- 
tained in our twentieth century "scent 
charms."

NARROW-TOED SHOES. 


A manufacturer of shoes said recent- 


ly, In conversation regarding styles: 
"I noticed on my recent trip over the 
country that there was a tendency to- 
ward making the toes of shoes n little 
narrower. 
Not that it was a material 


or pronounced change, but 
sufficient 


to make it necessary to reduce the 
width of the last. I hope that every 
shoe manufacturer in the country will 
enter a protest ag-ainst this innovation, 
beca.use it is not a. necessity, neither 
is it called for. We have been immune 
during the past two years from any 
material change in the style of toe. We 
have all adopted a style that has given 
universal satisfaction and we should 
adhere to it.

A cleaner gave away enough o£ his

Place 
the pot over the plate of butter and 
wrap around It a cloth wet in cold wa- 
ter, sprinkling water over the outside 
of the cloth as it becomes dry.

The Democratic papers of the State

It was taken for 
granted that the notation was correct, 
and that the failure to make meution ot 
the actual cancellation of the 
bonds 
themselves was an oversight.

Innocent parties, and the city
